The  reastin  the  partnership  is 
so  piositive,  he  observed,  is  due 
to  the  relationships  that  have 
developed  between  people. 
"We've  had  a  tremendous  rela¬ 
tionship  with  church  and  con¬ 
vention  staff,  individuals,  and 
associations,"  he  said. 

In  addition  to  the  generous 
monetary  donations, 

Mississippi  Baptist  volunteers 
have  been  pouring  into 
Maryland  and  Delaware  to 
help  with  Vacation  Bible 
Schools,  Backyard  Bible 
Clubs,  construction  projects, 
evangelism,  resort  ministry, 
and  much  more. 

Likewise,  volunteers  from 
BCM/D  have  been  traveling 
west  to  Mississippi  helping 
with  similar  projects.  "Our  peo¬ 
ple  don't  usually  think  in  terms 
of  being  the  recipient,"  Rhodes 
said. 

The  people  throughout 
BCM/D  cnurches  are  changing 
that  mindset.  Rhodes  said  one 
area  in  which  BCM/D  folks 
have  been  especially  helpful  is 
multi-cultural  ministry. 

Late  last  year,  a  team  of  21 
ministers  from  the  Prince 
George's  Association  flew  into 
Mississippi  for  the  weekend. 

They  fed  throe  church  leader¬ 
ship  conferences  for  African 
American  church  leaders  on 
Saturday,  then  ministered  at 
African  American  churches 
throughout  the  state  on  Sunday. 


Rhodes  said  that  made  a 
huge  impact  on  those 
Mississippi  churches,  and  he 
exf)^ts  more  Mississippi  asso¬ 
ciations  to  link  up  with  BCM/D 
over  the  next  year. 

Also,  while  in  the  area 
recently,  Rhodes  and  Harrell 
began  dialogue  with  eight 
Delaware  people  to  begin  new 
association  and  church-to- 
church  linkages  in  that  state.

Throughout  Maryland  and 
Delaware,  churches  are  linking 
with  other  churches  for  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  ministries  that  the  con¬ 
ventions  don't  discover  until 
later.  Many  of  those  relation¬ 
ships  will  continue  without 
anyone  else  knowing  about  it 
this  side  of  Heaven.

ISTANBUL  (BP)  —  Armed 
gunmen  attacked  a  Pakistani 
Christian  welfare  oiganization  in 
Karachi,  Sept.  25,  killing  seven 
Christians  and  leaving  an  eighth 
critically  injured,  according  to  a 
copyrighted  article  on  the 
Compass  Direct  news. 

According  to  local  police, 
two  unidentified  attackers 
entered  the  third-floor  offices  of 
the  Idare-e-Amn-O-Insaf,  or 
Institute  for  Peace  and  Justice 
(IPJ),  in  central  Karachi  shortly 
after  working  hours  began.  The 
assailants  apparently  gagged 
all  the  office  staff  and  tira  tnem 
to  chairs  before  shooting  eight 
of  them  point-blank  in  the  head 
then  escaping. 

Six  of  tne  victims  died  on  the 
spot,  while  a  seventh  died  later 
in  the  hospital  and  an  eighth  is 
still  fighting  for  his  life.  An 
additional  office  worker  who 
was  beaten  and  tied  up  was  not 
shot,  however,  enabling  him  to 
wriggle  free  a  half-hour  later  to 
summon  the  police. 

A  dtxior  working  adjacent 
the  unmarked  IP]  offices  at  the 
time  of  the  attack  told  the  Reuters 
news  agency  he  had  seen  two 


gunmen.  "They  were  wearing 
shirts  and  trousers  and  were 
clean-shaven,"  he  said. 

By  late  morning,  hundreds  of 
police  had  cordoned  off  the  12- 
story  Rimpa  Plaza  building 
where  the  attack  took  place  along 
Jinnah  Road  in  the  southern  port 
city's  central  business  district. 

Although  the  shooting  was 
Karachi's  first  attack  against  a 
Christian  institution  this  year, 
suicide  and  car  bomb  attacks 
against  Western  targets  in  the 
city  in  May  and  June  killed  11 
foreigners  and  16  Pakistanis. 

The  shooting  was  the  fifth 
deadly  assault  on  Christians  in 
Pakistan  since  last  October,  when 
militant  Islamist  groups  vowed 
to  retaliate  against  President 
Pervaiz  Musharraf's  decision  to 
support  the  U.S.  war  on  terror¬ 
ism.  The  toll  from  the  string  of 
anti-Christian  attacks  now 
comes  to  39  killed  and  75  injured. 

Fifteen  Christian  worshipers 
and  a  policeman  were  massa¬ 
cred  during  an  October  2001 
worship  service  in  Bahawalpur, 
with  five  more  killed  in  a 
March  grenade  attack  at  the 
Islamabad  Protestant  Church.

Talib,  drivers;  aiKl  Edwin  Foster.

Some  of  his  companions  fol¬ 
lowing  along  on  tne  trip  tried 
to  get  him  to  stop,  but  he 
would  not.  They  watched  him 
rowing  against  the  winds  and 
the  waves  but  going  no  where. 

How  many  of  us  have  felt 
like  tfiat  at  one  point  or  anoth¬ 
er?
